Going straight to the point 
he told the li'irislators that it lay in their 
hands to make the University what it 
should be, or to allow it to fall behind 
the institutions of oHut states. Mr. H. 
J. Beam ended tl'.e projrium by a recit.il 
of the work done for the ex-service mei', 
and the facilities r.eeM iMrllM tMltinu- 
ance of that work.

To Big Ten Conference

The followinir i.^ the write up of the 
Wildcat and I'nivor.-iity of Inrlinnn wrest- 
ling match, which was held at the Bloom-

Haze Clark n fcnd the match and the 
following writeup was written by him, 
as ho is the sporting oMiF af BM Indi- 
ana Daily Times. 

"Bloomington, Ind., Beb. 11. Conch 
Jack Reynolds' Indiana University gr:ip- 
plcrs won the wrestling tournament hfr- 
last night, defeating the University of 
Kentucky by the score of 28 to 12. There 
were seven matches between the Indiara 
and Kentucky athktef^. Indiana mat 
men won three of these matches by falls, 
and obtained a decision in two of the 
bouts. Kentucky seeored a decision in 
two matches, winning Ifeo ttt 999t4 aaJ 
135-poun(l chiss. 

The mi'n from Kentucky were aaatOat* 
tomed to the Big Ten Conference rules, 
having always worked under the South- 
erc Conference rules, which divides the 
wrestling time in three five-minute peri- 
ods. The Conference rules provide for 
a twelve-minute wrestling period, and 
if necessary to decide the boat, the con- 
testants wrestle two oTorltaBo yorloda of 
three minutes each. 

The matches last night brought out 
some spirited contests and clever work 
by the mat men of both universities. In 
the first bout the men weighed in at 
116 pounds. Parr of Indiana and Waits 
of Kentucky mixed it in fast style and 
both were in close places two or three 
times as they rolled about the mat. Thcr. 
Parr got a half-Nelson and body lock, 
on the Kentackjr atbloto aad pinned 
Waits shoaldora ta Bm flMl te t arfautes 
and 2t a ooo a ti.
